AN ITAU AWa THKORV. 

Tha BOaela of UeHrlelly and Oaoao an 
Caw's MUk. 

It la well known that during thunder- 
storma milk tends to grow acid. An 
Italian, Prof. U. Tolomel, haa lately 
tried to throw son* light on the nature 
of this action, lie esperlmeated with 
electricity on freah mUk la three dif- 
ferent wuys—Hrst. by pesalair the dis- 
charge of a I lulu macbiae fastareen two 
balls of platinum Inserted aaarly two 
incbea apart la a bottle oontaiatngmllk; 
aecond, by lending a battary current 
between two atrlpa of plaUnum at 
the bottom of a U tube holding 
milk; and, third, by subjecting milk 
to a tost tube to tho action ot a 
strong battory current through a 
allk-coTored copper wire woundaplrally 
round the tube, In eaah ease the aeldn- 
lation waadolayod, not hastened. Three 
equal portions of milk from the same 
milking, thus troaU'i. hofan lo grow 
acid on tho seventh, tho iiinlh, and tho 
sixth day ro^pectivoly: while milk not 
treated with electricity was manifestly 
acid on the third day. The electrlSsd 
milk (unliko milk that has been boated 
lo a high lemporaturo, then cooled), 
coagulates naturally, or by action ot 
ronnol, just like ordinary milk. Hav- 
ing thus seen that electricity could not 
be the direct oaue ot astdlBsaUoa of 
milk, tho professornest tried the eSeot of 
oione, and found ItdlaUnoUy aoldltylng. 
In one caau tho surtaoe ol a quantity ol 
milk waa brought eloao under the two 
ballsof ■ Bdti naohlne, and tha milk 
soon beeame acid In eonaequanoa, the 
sooner if Ino discharge' waa allent (not 
r>i|ilusivei. in which case more oaone 
turmod. In another case oaonlied oxy- 
gen was made to bubble up through a 
qasnUty ot milk, whioh lo a few hours 
waa completely aold, and soon coagulat- 
ed apontaneouly. Prof. Tolomel la ol 
opinion that oxygon probably alao 
promotes lactic fermentation (a point 
which has Iwon dliputod). If milk 
keeps longer In wide, aballow Tesiels, 
that la probably dne, he thlnka, to the 
oooUng prodooed tf evaporation, which 
la tarortd by > ""e, open aurtaoa.— 
Tlms»

That beredllary toadenclei, moral, 
mental or physicat may bo stamped 
out and the standard ot the rixo raised, 
enlightenment as to matters of heredity 
should be widespread, and teat^hers and 
parents alert to repress or develop as 
each Individual caae may require. In- 
stead of allowing achlld jnstto "grow." 
like 'ropsy, we should adopt Froebol's 
method, and from the oradlu guide and 
levelop each child as :iu individual, 
always taking Into account Individual 
pooallarltiee aad inherited toadenelea, 
ao that Ita life may ho a aymmetrlcal, 
well-rounded whole. There must ho 
siill room for individuality and the true 
liaclple of Froebel dollghts in drawing 
out, reproaaing only when necessary. It 
tha aame pains were taken In training 
human belnga that la bestowed upon 
blooded horsea, the advance In the 
aoale would he very marked. Colts are 
Ukaa In band one by one and carefully 
drilled according to what la expected of 
each reapeeUvely for fntaro usefulness. 
They are not gathered in a drove and 
started off together at some word of 
command whieh is supposed to meet the 
cast? of till! average or tlie luiijorit;. A 
borso-trainur would scout bui.h an at- 
tempt, aa no training at all. Vet our 
children are crowded Into tho largo 
public schools and put through a com- 
mon drill whicli meets some cases and 
misses more, wiiere many tilings ot first 
Importance receive no atteiiiion wtial- 
aver, and in conse(juene(-' children «;ul- 
tlrato all aortsof deformities. It is tho 
duty of every one to help elevate tho 
atandard of pnbllc scboola, the parents 
co-operating with tho teachers In tho 
education of our youth, morally, nieu- 
tolly aad pbyaically.
